... Big Four Are Expected To Approve Proposal 
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Berlin (#) — The Big Four, often at odds 


in East-West confrontations concerning mutual 
responsibilities for occupied and divided Berlin, 
concluded Monday a draft agreement on the 
future of the former German capital. 


Such heretofore thorny issues as access 


to and from isolated West Berlin, often the 
focal point of Communist harassment that in 
1948-49 included a Russian land blockade of 
the city, seemed on the verge of being eased 
if not solved. 


There also was the prospect that for the 


first time in five years, the Wall built in 
1961 would be opened to let West Berliners 
go to Communist-controlled East Berlin to visit 
relatives and friends. 


The agreement will be submitted to Wash- 


ington, London, Paris and Moscow for security 
and approval but this appeared a formality. 


The French negotiator said he felt govern- 


ment approval could come as quickly as in 
two weeks. Jean Sauvagnargues was the first

Bale's motion, however, failed 


on a 3-to-S vote — one short of 
enough to take action. Coun- 
cilwoman Helen Boosalis was on 
vacation. 


The council is scheduled to 


meet at 8 a.m 
Friday to 


formally adopt the proposed 
'budget which Finance Director 
James Ma l i o n said Monday 
•would require a 27.12 mill 
levy. 


The proposed levy is 3 5% 


more than that for the current 
fiscal year and would mean a 
$6.51 increase in taxes on a 
house with an actual value of 
$20,000. 
The mill levy freeze would 


have required a $325,000 cut in 
the tax-supported portion of the 
budget. Hale said he felt the cut 
could be achieved without a 
reduction in salaries or services.

Inquirer In Alliance Finds 
Air Tense In Civic Offices

A traveler to the Alliance area 


this summer finds the same 
refreshing 
friendliness 
that 


through the years has been 
identified with the Midwest. But 
to the visitor who asks ques- 
tions, an air of tension about the 
city and civic offices becomes 
quickly apparent, rivaling the 
atmosphere of N e b r a s k a 
hospitality. 
Such phrases as "let sleeping 


dogs lie," "running scared" and 
"Apple Indian" are sprinkled in 
the conversation of whites and 
Indians alike, and adverse pub- 
licity received in recent weeks 
has given the city 
fathers 


something more to worry about 
than the population loss that has 
stumped the town. 


When the 27-year old Arthur 


Gene Blackhorse hanged himself 
in the Alliance City Jail last 
October, a watchdog citizens 
group organized to investigate 
circumstances surrounding the 
death. The jail attracted more 
attention two months 
later, 


when a second hanging occurred, 
this time resulting in the death 
of 34-year-old Joe No Leaf. la 
June, 18-year-old Chillo Whirl- 
wind Soldier Swalley hanged 
himself with a bathtowel in the 
Box Butte 
County Jail in 


Alliance. 


She Was Dying 


Then Mrs. Irene Blackfeather, 


43, was arrested in July for 
making a disturbance in an 
Alliance park and police officers 
mistakenly 
diagnosed 
her 


groaning and vomiting as usual 
drunken b e h a v i o r . Mrs. 
Blackfeather was drunk, but she 
was also dying of pneumonia 
caused by cirrhosis of the liver. 
She died in the city jail that 
night, without receiving medical 
attention. 


To many, one death in the jail 


was too many, four intolerable. 
Citizens throughout the state 
joined with State Indian Com- 
missioner Robert Mackey in 
calling for a grand jury in- 
vestigation. 


When the 
deaths 
started 


focusing attention on the city, 
some of the town's Indians 
started speaking up, voicing in- 
justices they say they have been 
subject to.

The Nebraska Public Power 


Distilct will submit early next 
month a report designed to 
assure 
the 
Atomic

Commission that its Cooper 
Station nuclear plant meets the 
requirements of the national 
environmental policy act. 


The report was prompted by a 


District of Columbia Court of 
Appeals decision ordering AEC 
to revise its rules governing 
consideration of non-radiological 
environmental issues in licens- 
ing nuclear facilities. 


AEC was directed to consider 


fully the environmental impact 
of all nuclear power plants to 
see if they comply with the 1969 
environmental policy act. 


Hailed As Milestone 


The court decision has been 


'hailed by conservationists as an 
environmental milestone. 


NPPD is constructing an 800- 


000-killowatt nuclear plant along 
the 
Missouri 
River n e a r 


Brownville. 


"We think we have met the 


intent of the 
environmental 


policy act," NPPD nuclear proj- 
ect administrator Ron R e d e r 
said Monday. 


"But we will be filing an en- 


vironmental report listing the 
considerations we made 
in 


determining 
the p l a n t ' s 


operating procedures." 


'Too Early' To Tell 


Pending 
a review of 


environmental factors by AEC, it 
is "too early to determine what 
effect" the court decision may 
have on Cooper Station. Reder 
said. 


The 1969 law, in effect, "tells 


you to consider the total en- 
vironmental impact" of con- 
struction, Reder said, "but it 
doesn't tell you what to do."

but balked at giving the flat guarantee the 
West sought. 


—Travelers between West Germany and 


West Berlin still will be identified but not 
controlled as at present. This would mean cars 
no longer would be searched. Freight would 
go m sealed trains and trucks instead of in- 
spected as before. Unclear was whether the 
East Germans could make spot checks of such 
goods. Actual details are to be worked out 
by the East and West Germans. 


—Political presence by West Germany would 


be reduced. For example, Willy Brandt as 
chancellor could come to West Berlin but could 
not exercise formal duties, with the f e d e r a 1 
president limited in the same way and with 
future presidential elections and p l e n a r y 
sessions of the West German parliament 
forbidden, in effect, by four-power decree. 
Political parties and parliamentary committee 
may continue to meet in West Berlin. 


—Wall passes are not mentioned as such, 


with West Berliners to be treated as West 
Germans in applying to go to East Germany. 
A third set of negotiations, between East and 
West Berlin, is to work out details. 


—West Berliners are to be represented 


abroad by West Germany, but with special 
allied stamps in their passports saying allied 
authorization was involved. 


—A Russian consulate-general w i l l be 


permitted in West Berlin, but accredited to 
the Western ally in whose sector it is to be 
located. 


Dollar Demonstrates 


Washington (UPI) — As a major domestic 


challenge to President 
Nixon's wage-price 


freeze authority melted away, the dollar 
demonstrated surprising strength Monday in 
cautious trading on the reopened European 
currency markets. 


A fall week after Nixon's abrupt shift in 


policy, the stock market was showing strength 
and three former wage-price administrators 
called on the administration to impose long-term 
controls on at least basic industry and big 
unions to prevent a new wave of inflation 
at the end of the freeze. 


In Austin, State Attorney General Crawford 


Martin ruled that Gov. Preston E. Smith of 
Texas could not defy the freeze and order 
pay raises for 132,000 teachers and other state 
employes. 


Smith, acknowledging "I didn't have too 


many illusions about winning this thing," said he 
would go along with Martin's decision, but said 
he still would like to see a court decide the con- 
stitutional question of whether Nixon has the 
authority to negate a state law. 


Smith's acceptance of Crawford's ruling 


ended the governor's five days of open defiance 
of Nixon's wage-price-rent freeze. But organized 
labor showed no signs of ending its opposition 
to Nixon's plan. 


In Europe, the dollar fell on most markets 


as trading resumed for the first time since 
Nixon's announcement a week ago Sunday 
night. But traders 
were slow and cautious 


and the effect of the first day of trading in 
a dollar not tied to gold was inconclusive. 


Against the West German mark — one 


of the strongest currencies in the world — 
the dollar dropped 6.7%, from 3.66 marks per 
dollar to 3.4250. 


The dollar first dropped 2.5% against the 


British pound sterling, itself being allowed to 
"float" freely for the first time since the start 
of World War II, but it rebounded to about 
a decline of about 1.7% later in the day. 


The old official rate was $2.40 to the pound 


and the dollar finished $2.445 to the pound. 


Two nations, Israel and Indonesia, devalued 


their currencies as the shock waves from the 
U.S. moves continued to sweep around the 
world. In Tokyo, the s t o c k market plunged 
again Monday as pressure increased on the 
Japanese government to revalue 
the yen 


upwards by as much as 20%.

A full week after Nix o n’s abrupt shift in 
po licy , the sto ck market was sho wing streng th 
and three fo rmer wag c-price administrato rs 
called o n the administratio n to impo se lo ng -term 
co ntro ls o n at least basic industry and big 
unio ns to prev ent a new wav e o f inflatio n 
at the end o f the freeze. 


In Au stin, State Attorney General Crawford 
Martin ru led that Gov . Preston E. Smith of 
Tex as cou ld not defy the freeze and order 
pay raises for 132,000 teachers and other state 
employ es. 
Smith, acknowledging “ I didn’t hav e too 
many illu sions abou t winning this thing,” said he 
wou ld go along with M artin’s decision, bu t said 
he still wou ld like to see a cou rt decide the con­ 
stitu tional qu estion of whether Nix on has the 
au thority to negate a state law. 
Smith’s acceptance of Crawford’s ru ling 
ended the gov ernor’s fiv e day s of open defiance 
of Nix on’s wage-price-rent freeze. Bu t organized 
labor showed no signs of ending its opposition 
to Nix on’s plan. 
In Euro pe, the do llar fell o n mo st markets 
as trading resumed fo r the first time since 
Nix o n’s anno uncement a week ag o Sunday 
nig ht.

in Berkeley, Calif. 


His mother said in S a l e m 


Monday she could not believe he 
had anything to do with the San 
Quentin Prison break. "It's en- 
tirely out of character," she 
said. She said she did not know 
where her son was. 


San Quentin Associate Warden 


James Park said all six deaths 
Saturday occurred 
within 
a 


period of 20 minutes, from the 
time Jackson cams back from 
the visitors bureau and the gun 
was discovered in his hair at 
2:35 p.m. until he died of gunfire 
from a watch tower. 


Park said guard Frank Deleon 


discovered 
the 
9-millimeler 


pistol in Jackson's hair when he 
was searching him to return him 
to his cell, but that Jackson "get 
the drop" on Deleon and on a 
second guard who entered the 
room about the same time. Both 
officers were forced back into 
the cell block and all 27 hards 
case inmates were let out of 
their cells. 


At 2:50 p.m. with Deleon and 


guard Paul Krasenes apparently 


'already murdered with a razor 
blade taped 
to a 
toothbrush, 


Sgt. Jere Graham came into the 
adjustment center. He was also 
forced inside, taken to Jackson's 
cell and shot to death. But a 
guard outside was alerted by the 
shots and turned in the alarm. 


After Jackson ran out of the 


'adjustment 
center g u a r d s 


brought up a 45-caliber machine 
gun, aimed it directly down the 
corridor. With prisoners hiding 
in cells and behind doors, the 
guards raked the corridor with 
bullets. 
This 
allowed 
other 


hostage guards to bolt to safety, 
Park said, three of them badly 
slashed. 


Park said he did not believe 


all the murders occurred in 
Jackson's cell but that the 
bodies were dragged there and 
thrown into a pile. Sgt. Kenneth 
McCray, 29, one of the guards 
who survived, was found alive at 
the bottom, of the pile of corpses. 


Larry Spain, a convict, bolted 


from the building with Jackson 
but was recaptured unharmed. 


Other developments in the 


aftermath of the bloodiest out- 
break in San Quentin's 119-year 
history included: 


—Jackson, already a hero to 


'the revolutionary left and the 
author of a book "Soledad 
Brother." was euglogized by 
radicals and by his family as a 
martyr for justice.

Force Base to back up an 
estimated 180 mountain troops 
dispatched to the university by 
Bolivia's new nationalist presi- 
dent, Col. Hugo Banzer. The 
troops had orders to flush out 
the last nests of leftist holdouts 
against the regime and Banzer 
called in the air force when 
barricaded 
students 
refused 


guarantees for their lives if they 
would surrender. 


The students in the university, 


long 
a 
hotbed 
of political 


dissent, hid out in the cellar 
Sunday night 
when deposed 


President Juan Jose Torres fled 
the palace after collapse of 
organized resistance to Banzer's 
forces. 


The new government said 112 


persons died in the four-day 
revolt led by Banzer, most o'f 
them in the streets of La Paz, 
while hundreds of others were 
wounded in the last flurry of 
house-to-house fighting in the 
12,000-foot high capital.

day to consolidate his hold on 
the country.

although a lack of rain is caus- 
ing concern in some areas. 


Five per cent of the soybean 


leaves are turning c o l o r and 
although a rain

•helpful, the crop is reported to 
be making good progress. 


Supplemental feeding of cattle 


has become necessary because

The city of York is used as an 


example to demonstrate that in-

Nebraska community there is 
usually a predominance of firms 
that 
manufacture equipment 


and supplies needed by the sur-

farm

community and of those that pro- 
cess the products of the area. 


It is stated that more than 


52% of all those who work in 
York manufacturing plants are 
employed by three firms that 
depend on agriculture for their 
raw materials and more than 
23% are employed in firms that 


produce essentially agribusiness 
equipment and supplies. 


Industries cited in the article 


are located in all parts of the 
state, some in very small towns. 
All h a v e demonstrated in- 
novative creativity on the part 
of their founders. Some, such as 
the York Foundry and Engine 
Works, which originated in 1882, 
and the Arkfeld Manufacturing 
and 
Distribution 
Company, 


founded in 1920, have been in 
business for many years. Others 
such as the Grant Bean and 
Seed Company, established in 
1969, and the Ravenna Cheese 
Company, which opened in 1967, 
are relatively new.

The Fox Lake institution is constructed and operated to 


get as far away as possible from traditional approaches to 
the correctional process. It allows its inmates a maximum 
of freedom, encouraging the development of p e r s o n a l 
responsibility and pride. 


The Fox Lake operation includes a broad staff in many 


areas such as education, sociology, psychiatry, etc., to try 
to build in inmates the confidence, pride and ability that are 
essential if they are to stay outside of prison once they serve 
their time. To date, the operation has shown a far less return 
of released inmates than does the average prison. 


There is one hooker in the Fox Lake operation; it is 


only a part of total state correctional operation. If Nebraska 
were to follow the example of Fox Lake, it would need two 
prisons rather than one.

Nebraska could not provide such an institution as is fount! 


at Fox Lake and have its prison problems solved. Inmates 
at Fox Lake have been carefully screened, placement there 
being contingent upon a high potential by the individual.

Those prisoners who are judged not to be ready for Fox 


Lake and its modern approach are housed in another standard 
institution, with maximum security and all that goes with the 
idea of incarceration and protection of the public. 


This means that a Fox Lake approach tends to double 


a state's prison physical plant. Additionally, Fox Lake involved 
a ?9 million outlay over nearly 10 years. 


Is Nebraska ready to put that kind of investment into 


a new prison which aims far more at rehabilitation than at 
incarceration? We doubt that Nebraska is ready for this but, 
hopefully, it will become ready in the not too distant future. 


Nebraska now lacks both the physical plant and staff that 


are needed to do the kind of job that is being done in Wisconsin. 
But Wisconsin thinks its program is paying off in terms of 
the people it is saving from future reliance upon public support. 


It should be remembered that while prison is punishment 


for criminal deeds, the keeping of the prisoners is still a public 
expense. It is the public that must pay for keeping men and 
women behind prison walls. 


* 
One of the keys to the Fox Lake operation is found 


in the fact that the vast majority of those who commit a 
crime against society come from poor backgrounds. These people 
have never been in the kind of environment that would en- 
courage them along the path of good citizenship. 


The presumption of a good rehabilitation program is that, 


given the right environment, many prison inmates can be turned 
into productive members of society. This is a point often 
overlooked by those who downgrade 
rehabilitation. 


What such people do is to fail to recognize the basic 


reasons behind so much of our crime. Very few people are 
criminals as a matter of pure choice, but rather, are the products 
of a poor environment. 


Nebraska has not had such a bad experience as San Quentin 


but neither has it come anywhere near the advanced thinking 
shown at Fox Lake. We don't want the former but we do 
need the latter and have already lost a lot of valuable time 
in trying to get there.

"His wails about the bitter 
cruelly and brutality of life 
failed "to impress this literary 
sector, where life usually ran in 
conventional channels . . . The 
late Paul Dreiser, a brother, 
probably will be remembered 
much longer in Hoosierdom."

Dreiser's birth, the prediction 
is holding true.

led Dreiser into endless battles 


with publisher and 
censors.

clared. An ally in the fight was 
his friend, H. L. Mencken, who 
characterized the puritanism 
as "the haunting fear that 
someone, somewhere, may be 
happy." 


After 
publication 
of 
"An 


American Tragedy" in 1925, 
Dreiser's interests drifted to- 
ward p o l i t i c s , where his 
achievements were dubious. In 
1927, he joined other American 
writers and intellectuals in- 
vited to view Russia's progress 
under communism. He return- 
ed a believer. The American 
Communist Party rejected his 
first request for membership, 
however, 
because 
of 
fuzzy 


ideology 
and 
a 
capitalistic 


life-style. In the last year of 
his life, largely forgotten at 
home, but still widely read in 
Russia, Dreiser finally was ad- 
mitted.

as a raw genius — one whose 
greatness shines t h r o u g h 
clumsy, sometimes ungram- 
matical prose.

Kazin finds Dreiser's "broken 
and blindly searching" prose 
the perfect medium for the 
emotions of ordinary people.

Involvement Opposed 


The picture becomes more confusing every 


day. The Supreme Court of South Vietnam, 
which rejected his candidacy two weeks ago, 
Saturday put Vice President Nguyen Cao Ky's 
name on the ballot for the presidential election 
that is scheduled to be held in October. 


Sunday Ky, reiterating his charges that 


the election is being rigged by President 
Nguyen Van Thieu, said he will sit out the 
campaign, along with Gen. Duong Van Minn 
who pulled out of the race earlier. Pressure 
by the U.S. embassy in Saigon applied to Ky 
to make it a two-way race was to no avail. 
Ky hints darkly at the possibility of a coup. 
He has suggested that both he and Thieu 
resign and let the chairman of the South Viet- 
nam senate take over the government and 
call new elections in which neither of the 
present officers would be a candidate. That 
seemed to be the only reasonable suggestion 
to come out of the political crises—the worst 
since the 1966 Buddhist uprisings and certainly 
one of the most embarrasing to the U.S. 


This is just one more incident in a horribly 


unfortunate involvement. What the Vietnam 
war 
has done to the psychology of the 


American people is illustrated again by the 
latest Harris opinion poll. 


People are against involvements abroad. 


According to Harris, when 10 possible trouble 
spots around the world were tested, in only 
two instances—the defense of this country 
itself and the protection of neighboring Can- 
ada—did majorities say the issue would justify 
going to war. Pluralities said that going to 
war might be called for if the issue involved 
Western Europe or Australia. But people in 
the sample were not interested in shedding 
American blood over Eastern Europe or the 
Middle East or a Castro-style revolution in 
Latin America or anywhere else. Sixty-one 
percent of the people asked agreed—as oppos- 
ed to the 26 percent who disagreed and the 
13 percent who were not sure — with the 
statement that "the U.S. has achieved little 
by going to war to save other countries and 
in the future we should let other countries 
defend themselves." 


Tnis is a definite change in the American 


sentiment that has prevailed for most of this 
century and it can be attributed to the Viet- 
nam war.

LONDON—Maiden Lane is a 


narrow street, just a block 
long, on the south side of Co- 
vent Garden in central London. 
It is the sort of street that gives 
London its character—intimate, 
a little shabby, mixing com- 
merce and homes, echoing 
history. Andrew Marvell lived 
there" in the 17th Century, 
Voltaire for several years in 
the 18th. 


Tourists are most likely to 


see Maiden Lane because of 
Rules Restaurant. Rules has

there since 1798, and 


looks it. There are red plush 
seats and bars tucked into odd 
corners, all very worn and 
cozy. One can imagine Dickens 
eating there, as he doubtless 
did. It is what a romantic 
tourist imagines when he vis- 
ualizes dining in London.

The 
episode ag ain serv es to show the inadequ acy of the prison 
sy stem in g eneral throu g hou t the United States. 
Pro ba bly we co uld nev er a rriv e a t a priso n sy stem in 
which security wa s a g ua ra ntee. Security a t Sa n Quentin is 
co nsidered v ery tig ht a nd, still, a g un is sa id to ha v e been 
smug g led in to o ne o f the inma tes who wa s a lea der in 
the a ttempted o utbrea k. 
Bu t the situ ation still dem ands that we g iv e another look 
at ou r sy stem . N ebraskans hav e been looking at a prison 
qu ite different from San Qu entin, the m ax im u m secu rity prison 
at Fox Lake, Wis. A story on this prison was carried in the 
Su nday Jou rnal and Star.

The Fox Lake institu tion is constru cted and operated to 
g et as far away as possible from traditional approaches to 
the correctional process. It allows its inm ates a m ax imu m 
of 
freedom, 
encou rag ing 
the 
dev elopment 
of 
p e r s o n a l 
responsibility and pride. 
. 
The Fox Lake operation inclu des a broad staff in many 
areas su ch as edu cation, sociolog y , psy chiatry , etc., to try 
to bu ild in inm ates the confidence, pride and ability that are 
essential if they are to stay ou tside of prison once they serv e 
their tim e. To date, the operation has shown a far less retu rn 
of released inm ates than does the av erag e prison. 
There is one hooker in the Fox Lake operation; 
it is 
only a part of total state correctional operation. If Nebraska 
were to follow the ex am ple of Fox Lake, it wou ld need two 
prisons rath er than one.

Those prisoners who are ju dg ed not to be ready for Pox 
Lake and its modern approach are hou sed in another standard 
institu tion, with m ax im u m secu rity and all that g oes with the 
idea of incarceration and protection of the pu blic. 
This m eans that a Fox Lake approach tends to dou ble 
a state’s prison phy sical plant. Additionally , Fox Lake inv olv ed 
a $9 million ou tlay ov er nearly 10 y ears. 
Is N ebraska ready to pu t that kind of inv estm ent into 
a new prison which aim s far m ore at rehabilitation than at 
incarceration? We dou bt that N ebraska is ready for this bu t, 
hopefu lly , it will become ready in the not too distant fu tu re. 
N ebraska now lacks both the phy sical plant and staff that 
are needed to do the kind of job that is being done in Wisconsin. 
Bu t Wisconsin thinks its prog ram is pay ing off in term s of 
the people it is sav ing from fu tu re reliance u pon pu blic su pport. 
It sho uld be remembered tha t while priso n is punishment 
fo r crimina l deeds, the keeping o f the priso ners is still a public 
ex pense. It is the public tha t must pa y fo r keeping men a nd 
wo men behind priso n wa lls. 
★ 
One of the key s to the Fox Lake operation 
is fou nd 
in the fact that the v ast m ajority of those who com mit a 
crim e ag ainst society com e from poor backg rou nds. These people 
hav e nev er been in the kind of env ironm ent that wou ld en­ 
cou rag e them along the path of g ood citizenship. 
The presu m ption of a g ood rehabilitation prog ram is that, 
g iv en the rig ht env ironm ent, m any prison inm ates can be tu rned 
into produ ctiv e m em bers of society . This is a point often 
ov erlooked 
by 
those 
who 
downg rade 
rehabilitation. 
Wha t such peo ple do is to fa il to reco g nize the ba sic 
rea so ns behind so much o f o ur crime. Very few peo ple a re 
crimina ls a s a ma tter o f pure cho ice, but ra ther, a re the pro ducts 
o f a po o r env iro nment. 
N ebraska has not had su ch a bad ex perience as San Qu entin 
bu t neither has it come any w here near the adv anced thinking 
shown at Fox Lake. We don’t want the form er bu t we do 
need the latter and hav e already lost a lot of v alu able tim e 
in try ing to g et there.

Pressu re 
by the U.S. em bassy in Saig on applied to Ky 
to m ake it a two-way race was to no av ail. 
Ky hints darkly at the possibility of a cou p. 
He has su g g ested that both he and Thieu 
resig n and let the chairm an of the Sou th Viet­ 
nam senate take ov er the g ov ernm ent and 
call new elections in which neither of the 
present officers wou ld be a candidate. That 
seem ed to be the only reasonable su g g estion 
to come ou t of the political crises—the worst 
since the 1966 Bu ddhist u prising s and certainly 
one of the m ost em barrasing to the U.S. 
This is ju st one m ore incident in a horribly 
u nfortu nate inv olv ement.

Am erican people is illu strated ag ain by the 
latest H arris opinion poll. 
People are ag ainst inv olv em ents abroad. 
According to H arris, when 10 possible trou ble 
spots arou nd the world were tested, in only 
two instances—the defense of this cou ntry 
itself and the protection of neig hboring Can­ 
ada—did m ajorities say the issu e wou ld ju stify 
g oing to war. 
Plu ralities said that g oing to 
w ar mig ht be called for if the issu e inv olv ed 
W estern Eu rope or A u stralia. Bu t people in 
the sam ple were not interested in shedding 
American blood ov er E astern Eu rope or the 
Middle East or a Castro-sty le rev olu tion in 
Katin America or any w here else. Six ty -one 
percent of the people asked ag reed—as oppos­ 
ed to the 26 percent who disag reed and the 
13 percent who were not su re — with the 
statem ent that “ the U.S. has achiev ed little 
by g oing to war to sav e other cou ntries and 
in the fu tu re we shou ld let other cou ntries 
defend them selv es.” 
This is a definite chang e in the Am erican 
sentim ent that has prev ailed for most of this 
centu ry and it can be attribu ted to the Viet­ 
nam war.

Cleo Hererra is an Indian

She claims it is impossi- 
ble for an Indian citizen to get 
due process of law or police 
protection in Alliance. 


"If an Indian raises his voice 


in a cafe — that's assuming 
they'll even let him in the door 
— the proprietor calls the cops 
and the Indian is arrested for 
drunkenness," she explained. 


Son Was Beaten 


Two months ago, according to 


Mrs. Hererra, her 11-year-old 
son was beaten by two white 
youths., aged 16 and 17, and 
robbed of 80 cents. The boy was 
unconscious for two hours and 
required medical attention, but 
though he could identify his 
assailants, the police did not in- 
vestigate. 


Mrs. 
Hererra whose lather 


hanged himself in the city jail in 
1962, thicks the jail situation and 


other Alliance problems should 
be investigated. The Indians, 
who equate silence with dignity 
have been suffering in silence 
too long, she said, and need 
something that will force them 
to speak out. 


Mark Monroe, a Rosebud 


Sioux who in 1969 organized 
Alliance's 
American 
Indian 


Committee, thinks otherwise. 
Any problem between whites 
and Indians is a "local problem 
that should be solved by local 
people" he says, contending that 
Alliance Indians make most of 
their own problems by fighting 
among themselves.

Monroe said when he came to 
Alliance in 1941, there were “No 
Ind ians Allowed ” signs posted 
all ov er town.

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The Womanly Art

When a man and woman decide to start 


a family, there are many decisions that they 
must make concerning the upbringing of the 
addition to their family. One of these decisions 
is whether or not the woman will nurse her 
child. 


For many generations, children have been 


primarily bottle-fed, so that many young men 
and women who are about to have children 
of their own have grown up without seeing 
a woman breastfeed a child. 


However, with the turn towards ecology 


and a more natural way of living, an upsurge 
of women are making the decision to nurse 
their children. 


Since many young women have not had 


past p e r s o n a l experience in their own 
families of seeing a child breastfed, they 
often 
need 
information 
and 
consolation, 


especially with their first child. It was for 
this reason that Mary White and Marian 
Tompson of Franklin Park, 111. formed the 
La Leche (Lay-chay) League in 1956. 


The two women had been at a family 


picnic, complete with babies. In the gathering 
of women, the discussion rolled around to 
babies and breastfeeding, and the joys and 
dilemmas of each. Deciding to do something 
to help mothers who had, or might have, 
problems in breastfeeding, the League was 
organized. 


Now a national organization, women who 


are interested in breastfeeding their children, 
can turn to the La Leche League for factual 
information, guidance and support. 


In Lincoln, there are four 'leaders,' or 


women who are qualified by the La Leche 
League to answer questions concerning nurs- 
ing a baby. These women are: Mrs. William 
Baker-^77-9430; Mrs. Delmar Timm, 423-9620; 
Mrs. Roger Duerr—434-5402; and Mrs. Bill 
Macy. 


On the third Thursday of each month, 


the Lincoln La Leche League holds a meeting 
at the 'home of one of t h e s e women. All 
meetings 
follow "The Womanly 
Art 
of 


Breastfeeding", a manual written by the 
mothers who founded the league. A series 
of 
four 
monthly meetings 
includes: 
(1) 


Advantages of breastfeeding to .mother and 
baby; 
(2) The art 
of breastfeeding 
and 


overcoming difficulties; (3) Baby arrives — 
the family and the breastfed baby; and (4) 
Nutrition and weaning. 


According to tlie League, reliable statistics 


indicate that well over 90 percent of all 
modern mothers are physically able to nurse 


their babies, yet only about one-third are 
actually successful. 


The advantages of nursing, studies show, 


are that breast milk is superior infant food, 
and more readily assimilated than cow's milk. 
In many instances, breastfed babies are found 
to be healthier and immune to many common 
ailments of the bottle-fed child. 


This is not to say that every mother 


should nurse her child, according to Mrs. 
B. L. Kenny, Clinical Coordinator O.K.—O.B. 
at St. Elizabeth's Health Center. "We feel 
that it is an individual decision. It should be 
the mother's idea, and a family decision. 
If a father rejects the idea, we find the 
mother soon abandons it." 


While the La Leche League does promote 


breastfeeding, they are not a r a d i c a l 
organization. For the many women who need 
a bit of knowledgable comfort or womanly 
advice, the leaders of the League 
are 


available. If the problem is a medical one, 
however, they will advise you to consult your 
doctor. 


On October 2, a state meeting of the 


La Leche League will be held in Lincoln. 
For further information, contact one of the 
leaders.

possibility. 


You discard a heart on the

When it 
holds, you continue with a 
trump to the ace and lead a 
club towards dummy. 


If West follows low, you play 


the nine, hoping it will force out 
the ace. As it happens, this long 
shot comes through and you 
are rewarded for having made 
a correct assumption on how 
the cards had to be divided for 
you to make the contract. 


Note that if the nine lost to 


the ten or jack, you would still 
go down only one trick. You 
would force out the ace of clubs 
later on and in that way avoid 
a heart loser.

Campbell Soup Co. said Monday 
it has found some "spoilage" 
but no further trace of botulism 
poisoning in its initial analysis 
of 230,000 
cans 
of 
chicken 


vegetable soup recalled from 16 
states. 


A spokesman for the nation's 


leading 
soup producer said 


however that so far laboratory 
tests have been conducted on 
only 300 cases of soup from the 
shipment suspected of contami- 
nation. 


At least 2,000 of 4,799 cases in 


the suspected shipment have not 
been located. Some of the batch 
has already been sold from 
grocers' shelves. 


William Parker, director of 


information services, said the 
firm 
had 
"ascertained 
the 


whereabouts" of only 2,763 cases 
of the soup processed at the 
company's plant in Paris, Tex. 


The soup w a s recalled by 


Campbell Sunday after chemists 
found evidence of botulism in 
one "tightly swollen can which 
was very putrid." 


The contaminated can was 


among a July 15 shipment to 16 
southern 
a n d 
southwestern 


states, but Campbell recalled all 
chicken vegetable soup pro- 
cessed recently at Paris as "an 
extra safety factor." 


It was the second discovery of 


botulism contamination in soup 
products in two months, but 
unlike the first .instance involv-

vichyssoise soup no illness has 
been reported. 


Although a "tiny percentage 


of spoilage" was found so far

Food Stores Check Supply 
Of Possibly Poisoned Soup 


Several Lincoln supermarkets 


Monday checked their supply of 
chicken vegetable soup that was 
suspected of containing a deadly 
botulism contamination. 


Although a spokesman from 


the Poison Control Center in 
Omaha said it appeared that no 
soup had been shipped into the 
area from the Texas plant, one 
employe said his store was 
checking the cans "just to be 
safe." 


One Lincoln store, Schrier's 


Food Market at 10th and South, 
decided to pull all cans of 
Campbell's chicken vegetable 
soup from the shelves. Other 
stores reported that they had 


checked identification numbers 
issued from the soup company 
against those in their stock. 


Dr. Henry Smith, state health 


director, said the company used 
a "quick honest approach" in 
making public the fact that 4,799 
cases of the soup are suspected 
of containing botulism. 


"It's a fine example of an in- 


dustry protecting public health," 
Smith said. 


The spokesman for the Poison 


Control Center said most of the 
soup supplies in the area come 
from Chicago and none pro- 
cessed in the Texas plant had 
been found during a check of 
area grocery stores.

Woolman and his 30-member 


committee have set late October 
as the "goal date" for recom- 
m e n d i n g a comprehensive 
mental health 
program 
for 


Lancaster County, the area of 
the health council's responsibil- 
ity. 


The objectives were developed 


by the committee after it iden- 
tified mental health needs on the 
basis of universal needs and 
needs 
for children, 
youths, 


adults and the elderly. 


'Prime Objective' 


As its "prime universal ob- 


jective,'' the committee said: 


"All 
citizens of 
Lancaster 


County will recognize and ac- 
cept the universality of human 
and will demonstrate their con- 
cern, awareness, 
and social 


responsibility 
by 
their 
will- 


ingness to involve themselves in 
and their attempts to generate 
activities that meet broad social 
needs." 


The statements on the follow- 


ing 13 pages are 
objectives 


which relate directly to the 
aeeds statement d e v e l o p e d 
earlier. 


"Together, these 
objectives 


describe the goal of mental 
health services to be recom- 
mended by the 
committee." 


Woolman said. 


"An objective describes what 


activities individual citizens on 
mental health agencies 
and 


professionals will be able to do 
in a particular situation or in 
general that enable individual 
citizens to meet t h e i r mental 
health needs." he said. 


Bases For Recommending 


The objectives, he added, will 


become "the bases for recom- 
mending new programs and for 
evaluating programs currently 
in existence." 


The list of objectives touches 


on such areas as social and 
family adjustment, family life, 
knowledge, education, housing, 
employment, law, p h y s i c a l 
health and nutrition and mental 
lealth treatment. 


The planning committee, in 


order to keep citizens of the 
county abreast of its work, is 
making public each section of its 
program development as the 
segments are completed. 


Program formulation and a 


plan of services are in the 
developmental stage.

In recognition of a century of 
progress in fish management, 
President Richard M. Nixon has 
proclaimed 1971 F i s h e r i e s 
Centennial Year, according to 
the Nebraska Game and Parks 
Commission.

1871. the U.S.

Taiwan Told In April 
Of Plans To Seat Reds

Washington — President Nix- 


on was reported Monday to have 
advised President Chiang Kai- 
shek late last April that the 
United States planned to support 
the seating of Peking in the 
United Nations this fall. 


A message that the United 


States was dropping it long 
standing opposition to mainland 
China's entry into the United 
Nations but would fight any ef- 
fort to expel the Nationalists 
was reported to have been car- 
ried by Robert D. Murphy, a 
f o r m e r 
undersecretary of 


state. 


Administration officials con- 


firmed 
information 
on

Murphy mission made available 
by diplomatic sources. The ad- 
ministration officials said that 
Murphy had notified Chiang m 
April of what has emerged more 
recently as the administration's 
official policy of dual Chinese 
representation in the United 
Nations. 


Murphy, who is chairman of

Co, said in a telephone in- 
terview Monday that he had

He confirmed that he had been 


received b\ Chiang and Mrs

in 1952, but he declined com 
ment on any conversations in- 
solving politics he might have 
had during this audience. 


Other sources said, however, 


that before leaving for Taiwan, 
Murphy had been asked to tell 
Chiang, on Nixon's behalf, that

representation.

Murphy's discussion with Chi- 
ang as a "consultation" on a 
possible 
new 
United States 


policy toward the question of 
Chinese representation. 


However, they said, the ad-

already to have decided on the 
dual representation policy when 
Murphy was requested to con- 
vey the message. 


Under the circumstances, they

Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers earlier this month that 
the United States would support 
the seating of Peking along with 
retention of the seat for the Na- 
tionalists, could have come as 
no surprise to the government n 
Taiwan. 


Marked Contrast 


This was in marked contrast 


with Nixon's announcement July 
15 that he would visit Peking 
before May 1972 and that Henry 
A Kissinger, his assistant for 
national security affairs, had 
just returned from a secret 
mission to China. 


James C H. Shen, the Na- 


tionalist ambassador here, was 
informed of Nixon's announce- 
ment by Rogers only 20 minutes 
before the President spoke to 
the

on 
radio 
and 


television.

Murphy met with Chiang about 
three

responded for the first time to

fantrymen on a scouting mission 
reported finding bodies of 76 
North Vietnamese soldiers in 
one of the target areas of B52 
strikes about 15 miles south of 
the demilitarized zone dividing 
North and South Vietnam.

Nearly a score of B52s hit 


again in the northern front in six 
waves. They dumped more than 
500 tons of explosives on North 
Vietnamese rocket and mortar 
launching sites and suspected 
troop concentrations. 


It was the third straight day 


that 20 or more of the eight- 
engine bombers struck in a 
concentrated area below the 
DMZ doubling the daily raids of 
the week previous. 


The heavy raids appeared to 


be having at least some effect hi 
slowing North V i e t n a m e s e 
ground attacks although shell- 
ings for forward allied bases 
continued. 


Only one ground encounter 


was reported Monday. This was 
a sharp fight about a mile from 
Fire Base Alpha 4, one of the 
South Vietnamese hilltop bases 
linked in a protective chain 
along the northern front. 


South V i e t n a m e s e head- 


quarters said four North Viet- 
namese were killed and put 
government losses at two killed 
and 14 wounded. 


The Saigon command reported 


five new shelling attacks by the

and Monday morning. 


Two of these were rocket and 


mortar bombardments of Alpha

Saigon. 


The U.S. Command announced 


a cut in American troop strength 
in Vietnam of 2,800 men last 
week as part of the steady 
withdrawal from the conflict. 


The cut lowered to 220,100 men 


in the total of American troops 
in Vietnam as of last Thursday, 
the lowest since February 1966 
when the figure was 208,000 and 
the American build-up was still 
under way. 


Under the w i t h d r a w a l 


schedule announced last spring 
by President Nixon, U.S. troop 
strength will drop to 184,000 by 
Dec. 1.
